IN THE CLAIMS 

Please enter the following amended claims: 



1 . (Twice Amended) Water-soluble film which is soluble in water at temperatures 
between 5 and 35°C comprising at least one polyurethane polymer, which at least one 
polyurethane polymer comprises: 

2 to 35 weight %, based on the weight of polyurethane polymer, of poly(ethylene 
oxide) groups which have a chain length(s) corresponding to a number average molecular 
weight within the range of from 300 to 3,000 Daltons; 

15 to 150 millequivalents, per lOOg of polyurethane polymer, of acid-functional 
groups; and wherein 



at least 50 weight% of the acid-functional groups are neutralised, such neutralisation 
being with at least one base, at least part of which is at least one non-volatile base;
